bazar subject to the following terms and conditions, namely: — 

(i) The Authorised Controller shall comply with all directions issued from 
time to time by the Central Government; 

(Hi The Authorised Controller shall hood office for five years from the date 
of publication in the official gazette of this notified order; 
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(III) The Central Government may terminate the appointment of the Authoris¬ 
ed Controller earlier, If it conaidera it necessary to do * 0 .
